Bargains 

EEP in the mind of the American Thorough- 

bred breeder and in the mind of his best cus- 
tomer, the yearling buyer, is fixed the conviction 
that a filly’s value is not comparable to that of 
a colt. Unless both breeder and buyer are harder- 
headed than we believe they are, they are going 
to be rid of that conviction, for it has been car- 
ried to an absurd length. THE BLOOD-HORSE has 
taken upon itself the task of doing what it can 
to cast out the devil, so to speak, from the minds 
of those who make the market. 

A very pertinent piece of evidence came to 
light with the publication of the American Rac- 
ing Manual this month. As usual, the Manual 
contains a feature entitled “Bargain Yearlings 
and the Reverse.” Among the bargain yearlings 
of 1934 are listed 56 horses which, as 2-year-olds 
in 1935, won as much as $2,000 and more than 
their purchase price. Of that list 28, or exactly 
half, are fillies. In the list to which the Manual 
refers as “the reverse” are 59 horses which cost 
as much as $2,000 and won less than their pur- 
chase price. Among those 59 are only 11 fillies. 
There is an additional list of “high-priced year- 
lings of 1934 that never raced.” Among the 15 
horses are only three fillies. Adding together the 
two sets of “lemons,’”’ there are 72 yearlings, of 
which 58 are colts, and 14 are fillies. 

Among the bargains, the 26 colts, topped by 
Tintagel (cost $5,100, earned $75,100), sold for 
an aggregate of $33,995, earned $220,167 as 2- 
year-olds. The 26 fillies, led by Forever Yours 


(cost $3,600, earned $34,165), cost $18,490, 
earned $157,460. 
There is another important phase to the 


mathematics of the situation. The average pur- 
chase price of the 26 colt bargains was $1,307.50, 
which is 24 per cent lower than the general av- 
erage of $1,723.16 paid for the 419 yearling colts 
sold by public auction in 1934. The average price 
of the 26 filly bargains was $711.15, which is 
11.6 per cent higher than the average paid for 
422 yearling fillies in 1934. If those figures mean 
anything, they should indicate to the purchaser 
of yearlings that the filly is more likely to live 
up to her promise than is the colt. That is to say, 
the purchase of a filly is more of an investment, 


and less of a gamble, than the purchase of a 
colt, even without taking into consideration the 
extra margin which comes from the value of the 
filly as a broodmare. 


The above figures, of course, do not go beyond 
2-year-old racing. At three there will be a larger 
return, on the average, from the colts than from 
the fillies, as the latter for physiological reasons 
are at the lowest point of their earning capacity 
in their 3-year-old season, at the time when 3- 
year-old colts have the richest prizes of the Turf 
world at their disposal. But on the whole there 
will be very little change in the ratio of fillies 
and colts among the bargains and the lemons. 

In the past few years the good fillies and mares 
have been obliged to earn their reputations and 
their keep in competition with colts, which have 
a natural advantage over them not at all com- 
pensated by the sex allowance in the scale of 
weights. This year there is a movement toward 
better opportunities for fillies and mares. New 
stakes events for females only have been an- 
nounced by several associations, and the stakes 
constitute a promise of more overnight races 
with similar restrictions. At this point THE 
BLOOD-HORSE would like to drop a reminder to 
breeders, owners, and trainers that it behooves 
them to give the fullest support possible to the 
filly stakes renewed or established ‘at the dif- 
ferent tracks throughout the country this year. 
The associations offering them will consider them 
as experimental gestures, we believe, and will 
withdraw them unless they prove worth-while 
teatures. If they do withdraw them, the owners 
and trainers of racing stables will be chiefly re- 
sponsible. 

It is our expectation that the price of yearling 
colts this year will show a substantial gain over 
1935, and that the price of yearling fillies will 
show a much greater upward trend (unless in- 
fluences from outside the sport unduly disturb 
financial conditions). We do not believe there 
has ever been any justification for the absurdly 
low valuation put upon fillies in recent years. 
Buyers have been short-sighted—and breeders 
have indulged them in that ailment—but even 
the short-sighted must be able to see the plain 
facts as they now exist.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


EBRUARY 6. A good day with not much 

ice around gave us a welcomed opportunity 
to haul feed to the several barns at the stud 
farm and corn to the shed barn. All feed comes 
to the granary at the Upper Farm. There it is 
in charge of one man, who issues it to each 
department as it is needed, and thus an accurate 
check of the costs of the feed used by each is 
kept. The filly foal has a little diarrhea this 
afternoon. This is to be expected when the 
mares come in season around the ninth day and 
usually does not last long. We will not breed the 
mare, although she is in good physical shape, as 
she is prone to foal ahead of time, and she might 
thus have another foal this year. 


FEBRUARY 7. It is a good thing we replenished 
our supplies yesterday for we had today the 
heaviest snow of the winter, so far. I have just 
come in from making the 10 o’clock round with 
the night watchman and to see the full moon 
shining over the woods anc unbroken snow of the 
big fields is a beautiful sight, but from the point 
of view of the working man, Sherman’s famous 
opinion of war is applicable to the winter season. 


FEBRUARY 8. Bright sunny days like today do 
a lot to compensate us for the bad days of the 
winter, for the horses all seem to feel as good 
as do we. When turned out in the snow, which 
is 10 inches deep on the flats, they kicked up 
and went off sailing. Noticing one of the barren 
mares down near the shed, we brought her in to 
the home stables where we treated her for a 
slight case of colic. She seems a trifle dull, so 
will remain here for a few days before returning 
to the shed. These cccasional cases demonstrate 
the real necessity for constant inspection of all 
the stock. If left too long, bad complications 
often ensue, possibly causing loss of the animal. 


FEBRUARY 9. Sunday, supposedly a day of rest 
but not so today. More snow last night caused 
the mules to work hard clearing the roads again, 
one man reported off sick, and the barren mares 
and steers decided to seek pastures new and 
crossed a broad sheet of ice and frozen snow into 
the farm manager’s garden. It was a ticklish 
proposition to decide how to get them safely 
back, but one of the men wisely suggested leav- 
ing them alone until evening feeding time and 
then calling them back. As we have always 
taught our horses to come at a call, they soon 
came sailing across the ice and got back safely 
to the shed for their feed. 


FEBRUARY 10. There is nothing, to my mind, 
like deep snow for showing up a horse’s action. 
This was brought home to me this morning 
when, our stallion groom being off sick, I went 
down to turn out the two stallions kept at the 
home farm. As it snowed a little and blew from 
the northeast, their stalls were shut up last 
night, and when I opened the doors into the 
paddocks. they went off sailing. New Arrival 
went out first, trotting straight out with action 
like a Hackney stallion in a show, and when 
I turned out Galloping Lad the two went up 
and down their respective fences showing off 
their paces in fine shape. A few minutes of this 
sufficed them, and, as though by design, both 
decided to take a snow roll at the same time.

FEBRUARY 11. A bitter cold day again. Today 
we had the smith go over all the mares’ feet 
with his knife so that there should be no pockets 
for thrush to form. With the horses indoors so 
much and the difficulty of hauling out the 
manure as regularly as is customary, there is 
danger of this condition developing. Nothing 
out today, but the 2-year-olds are galloping 
strongly at the training quarters. They get 
about six rounds of the shed at a good gallop as 
well as a similar number of turns at the trot. 


FEBRUARY 12. We have here an old pensioner, 
the first mare bred on this farm. She is about 
25 now. A half-bred trotter, she was at one time 
a fine saddler, but now is used only for breeding, 
as she foals regularly. As her last year’s foal 
would have been an odd member, we left her 
on the dam as long as we could to see what 
would happen and at last it looks as though we 
must wean her. The mare has a surprising 
quantity of milk but she is kicking the foal away 
from her quite a bit now, the latter having de- 
veloped into a good saddle horse prospect while 
enjoying the dam’s milk. I often wonder if we 
are so wise with our early weaning, and whether 
the mare is not a better judge of her foal’s needs 
than is her owner.

ISCOVERY must remain this department’s 

XXX Feed-Box Special for the Santa Anita 
Handicap, despite the champion’s recent failure 
under 138 pounds in the San Antonio. He natu- 
rally was not in the San Antonio to die and 
there will be a weight shift over the inconsistent 
Time Supply in his favor. Of course, Time 
Supply, Whopper, Top Row, or any one of half 
a dozen others could win it without causing 
Chris Fitz Gerald to call anybody into the stand. 
But Discovery is the best horse in the race—or 
any other race these days—and he’s sound and 
fit. In fact, the only thing O'd Rosebud doesn’t 
like about his chances is the whip, spurs and 
blinkers he’s been carrying. It is hoped the 
Vanderbilt horse isn’t becoming headstrong, as 
his sire, Display, did. With fair weather, this 
scrivener will bet a pineapple fluff that Santa 
Anita on February 22 will handle a record sum 
for a single day in the year. The 800 grand pass- 
ing through the tote on San Antonio day would 
indicate such a play.

Vanderbilt's Champions 


VANDERBILT holds the distinction 
of being the only owner of two world record 
holders now active. Also the only owner of two 
champions. Discovery, leader of the handicap 
brigade, holds the world mark of 1:55 for a mile 
and three-sixteenths and 1:48!5 for a mile and 
a furlong. The writer had the pleasure of seeing 
both performances. Airflame ho!ds the world 
mark of :33 for three-eights. And in winning 
the Juvenile Championship, his first stakes and 
fourth victory in as many starts, this dusky 
lad earned the right to rank as champion of the 
2-year-olds uncovered to date. His sire, Ariel, 
incidentally is responsible also for the best of 
the Texas 2-year-olds, H. and H. Stable’s Ken- 
tucky Wonder, which has won all her three 
starts, setting a two-furlong track record at 
Alamo and equaling the three-eighths mark of 
:35 there. Ariel is siring precocity and speed 
reminiscent of the get of Ultimus and Peter 
Quince.

Derby Favorites 


OMINATIONS to the Kentucky Derby will 

be announced in a few days. Tom Kearney 
has sent out a sort of tentative line in which 
Hollyrood is favorite at 10-1. Grand Slam, 
Tintagel, Brevity, and several others are grouped 
a notch or so back of the Headley colt. We may 
have a whole assortment of favorites, for Tom 
Shaw has advised this department he considers 
Grand Slam the logical opening choice, and his 
right-hand man, Tom Shannon, is expected to 
open for business with announcement of the 
candidates. Whatever you take, you take the 
worst of it. Trainer Potts informs us_ that 
Grand Slam now weighs about 1,070 and is 
wintering in splendid fashion at the old Ross 
farm, near Laurel, Md. The mud-running son of 
Chance Play and Jeanne Bowdre may make his 
seasonal bow in the Inaugural at Bowie. The 
Chesapeake, Derby and Preakness likely will 
follow on his schedule. He is not in the Wood 
Memorial.

ED RAIN, now wintering at the C. V. Whit- 

ney farm near Lexington, is not the only 
crack colt which will be missing from the Ken- 
tucky Derby May 2. Walter M. Jeffords’ Jean 
Bart was not named for the Louisville race. 
Jean Bart has filled out into an 1,100-pound 
Thoroughbred, according to Trainer Preston M. 
Burch, and is sound and galloping regularly at 
Glen Riddle, down Maryland way. His stopping 
in the Pimlico Futurity is explained by the 
trainer on the ground that he was cut badly in 
a previous race and could not be properly fitted 
for the long Hilltop stakes. Such good judges as 
Earl Sande and Fred Hopkins believe Jean Bart 
is destined to lead the 1936 3-year-olds. Fire- 
thern, second only to Omaha among 1935 3- 
year-olds, is in robust health and pointing for the 
Dixie. Judy O’Grady has been retired from rac- 
ing and will be bred. Burch likes De Grasse, a 
brother to Jean Bart, especially well among his 
juvenile charges. He is liberally engaged.

Trainer Notter 


ITTLE JOE NOTTER, back on the job train- 

ing a string for A. J. Sackett and John 
Watts, is the only rider of a Futurity winner to 
train a winner of that event. The Floral Park 
horseman won the 1908 renewal of that rich 
juvenile fixture with the filly Maskette and the 
1915 running astride Thunderer. He trained Lee 
Rosenberg’s Kerry Patch to win the 1932 Fu- 
turity. He now is seeking similar honors in the 
Kentucky Derby, having piloted Regret, the only 
filly to win the Louisville race. Notter believes 
to this day he held an excellent chance of 
saddling a winner of the Downs event had not 
Warm Stable’s The Nut gone into the air at the 
break, the tape catching Robertson under the 
chin and nearly catapulting him from the saddle. 
The Nut did not win the Realization, a race in 
which Notter rode Sweep to victory in 1910. The 
New Yorker is a graduate of the Rowe school 
and proved that he’d learned his lessons well 
when making Kerry Patch outrun himself and 
the champion Ladysman to score in the Futurity. 


Walk-up 


AMES MILTON, a Veteran of many years’ 

experience, whose opinions have always com- 
manded the respect of this scrivener, like Wil- 
liam Hamilton, prefers the walk-up method of 
starting. One thing the walk-up starts should do 
is to eliminate a lot of the handling of horses 
by assistant starters, so frequently provoking the 
wrath of the bettors and horsemen. Only the 
other day at Hialeah Park one of George Cas- 
sidy’s assistants suffered a lapse of memory and 
failed to turn loose of Bay Bubble, a solidly 
backed second choice, with the net result that 
the supporters of the filly lost both their tempers 
and their money. The elimination of the assistant 
starter in as great a degree as possible is one of 
the strongest arguments in favor of walk-up 
starts. As strong in the eyes of the public as 
the preservation of the horses’ underpinning is 
to trainers.

The first two names on the list are those of 
Mistress Ford and Gong, reckoned respectively 
the best 2-year-old and the best 2-year-old colt in 
France last year. Both are out of mares sired by 
horses now standing in America. Gong, which 
may turn out the leading 3-year-old in France 
this year—-since Mistress Ford is likely to follow 
in the steps of other outstanding fillies and go 
into a decline as a 3-year-old--has for maternal 
grandsire the stailion *Pot au Feu, which stands 
at Co'dsiream Stud, Lexington. Dr. John Baird, 
manager at Coldstream, is confident of the suc- 
cess of *Pot au Feu mares as producers, and with 
some reason. Gong’s sire, Chateau Bouscaut, 
French Derby winner, is by Kircubbin (by Cap- 
tivation by Cyllene) out of Ramondie, by Neil 
Gow. To the cover of *Epinard, Ramondie pro- 
duced the high-class racer Redosto. Gong’s dam, 
Witch’s Cauldron, is by *Pot au Feu out of the 
Oaks winner Brownhylda, by Stedfast. 


Mistress Ford is only one more instance of the 
growing influence of *Teddy, which is spending his 
latter years at Kenneth N. Gilpin’s Kentmere 
Farm in Virginia. Anyone who own a daughter 
of *Teddy should treasure her, for she is precious. 
Polly Flinders, the dam of the unbeaten Mistress 
Ford, is by *Teddy out of Polloia, by Polymelus 
out of Don’s Birthday, by Donovan, next dam Tay, 
by Bend Or tracing to the No. 2 family. Tay 
was grandam of *Traumer. 

Incidentally, American breeders will soon be 
asking themselves what is the best nick for 
*Teddy. Which allows me to drag in my own 
opinion that there is no such thing, either for 
*Teddy or any other horse. Whenever a strong 
ancestral factor is uncovered and proved by the 
tests of the race course, it is not necessary to 
discover a certain nick to bring out its excellence. 
The best rule is still: Breed a good mare to a 
good horse. *Teddy himself makes an excellent 
example. Considering only the record of his 
daughters as producers, here is the list of their 
best produce, in France, England, and America. 

Mistress Ford is by Blandford out of Polly 
Flinders. Mary Tudor is by Pharos out of 
Anna Bolena, anc Jumbo is by Zambo out of 
the same mare. Rarity is by Fiterari out of

Tivoli. Negundo is by Banstar out of Very Pret- 
ty. Amfortas is by *Ksar out of Persephone. 
Pick Up is by La Farina out of La Catherine. 
Shikari is by Le Traquet out of Tigresse. 
Cabire is by Faucheur out of Corinne. In Eng- 
land, Barra Sahib is by Blenheim out of La 
Voulzie. Wheatfield is by Trigo out of undaunted 
II. Rosegain is by Gainsborough out of Rose of 
England. In America, Black Helen is by Black 
Toney out of *La Troienne. 

About the only peg on which an argument for 
a nick could be hung would be the occurrence of 
Blandford and of two of his sons, Blenheim and 
Trigo, on the above list; and this is explainable 
by the fact that Blandford is the strongest in- 
fluence of his generation in European pedigrees. 
That is the history of all so-called nicks; simply 
that two strong lines are brought together by 
seme circumstance of Ownership or propinquity. 
The only other important strain common to more 
than one of the sires in the foregoing paragraph 
is Sunstar, sire of Zambo and Banstar. 

In third and fourth place on the French Free 
Handicap are two colts by Pharos out of mares 
which were brought to America in 1934, Ambrose 
Light, owned by Mrs. Peter A. B. Widener, and 
Fastnet, owned by Joseph E. Widener, her father- 
in-law. Mr. Widener gave *La Roseraie to young 
Mrs. Widener as a birthday present, and Lord 
Derby presented her with a service to Pharos, 
the well named Ambrose Light being the result. 
Ambrose Light’s breeding follows a formula I 
have often recommended. His sire, Pharos, is 
inbred with three free generations to St. Simon; 
his dam, *La Roseraie, is inbred even more 
closely to Ossian, son of Le Sagittaire. Out- 
crossing by bringing together two inbred strains 
yields many an outstanding racer. *La Roseraie 
is by Niceas (Sundridge—Nika, by Ossian) out 
of Eblouissante, by Sardanapale out of Mille 
Fleurs, by Ossian, next dam Magdala (dam of 
Mordant), by The Bard. 

Fastnet is by Pharos out of *Tatoule, by Al- 
cantara II out of *Titanite (dam of the Jefferson 
Derby winner Tatanne), by Sardanapale, third 
dam the French Oaks winner St. Astra, by Ladas. 
The fifth dam was Astrology, dam of *Star Shoot. 
(L’Amiral, tenth on the list, has for third dam 
L’Etoile, sister to *Star Shoot.) 

Besides Fastnet, two others on the above list 
will be noted as the produce of mares by AI- 
cantara II. These are Limac, by The MacNab 
(by Abbots Trace), and Alcali, by Bonny Boy. 

In America there is a disposition to discount 
"Rock Sand as a factor of any force in the 
male line. Three of the eight best French 2- 
year-olds of last year were from that line. The 
MacNab is by Abbots Trace, by Tracery, by 
*Rock Sand. Le Duc is by Flamingo (sire of 
*Flamenco), by Flamboyant, by Tracery. Moody 
is by Monarch, by Tracery. 

Closest inbreeding in the list will be found in 
the pedigrees of Limac and L’Amiral. Limac’s 
sire, The MacNab, is out of Sunny Moya, by Sun- 
star. His dam, Lilysol, is by Buchan, by Sunstar. 
Col. E. R. Bradley, among American breeders, has 
experimented considerably with Sunstar inbreed- 
ing, Bien Joli being the most successful result. 
L’Amiral’s_ sire, Dominion, is by Polymelus 
Osyrua, by Desmond. His dam, Doyenne, is by 
Golden Sun (Sundridge)—Destination, by Des- 
mond.

N view of the fact that Ariel Cross is a not- 

to-be-entirely-overlooked candidate for the 
Santa Anita Handicap, Maeriel and Ceiling are 
prominent candidates for the Florida Derby, Air- 
flame is the fastest 2-year-old of the season thus 
far, and Kentucky Wonder is the best 2-year-old 
shown in Texas this year, the young stallion 
Ariel is coming in for so much attention that 
his record will stand reviewing. Ariel, 11-year- 
old son of Eternal—Adana, by *Adam (brother 
to Ajax), second dam Mannie Himyar, sister 
to Domino, is owned jointly by Adolphe Pons and 
William B. Miller and stands at Mr. Miller’s 
Greenwich Stud (the former Nursery Stud of 
Major August Belmont) at Lexington. At his 
fee of $200, with return or refund, his book has 
been full for some time, and couid have been 
filled twice more, in all probability. 


Ariel was bred by Harry Ford Sinclair and 
raced under the colors of Mr. Sinclair’s Rancocas 
Stable. He ran nine times at two, winning the 
Saratoga Special and Youthful Stakes, and was 
second in the Remsen Handicap. He won five of 
his nine starts, was second in two others, earn- 
ing $30,200. At three he won his first start, which 
turned out to be the last race of his career. Al- 
together he ran 10 times, won six races, was 
second twice, unplaced twice, earned $31,230. 

In his debut at Jamaica May 7, 1927, he got 
away badly, was not driven hard, and finished 
far back. On May 10 he won over a field of 
maidens, with Groucher second, Eddie Ahearn 
third. Four days later he won the Youthful 
Stakes, five furlongs in 59 seconds, beating 
Stephanus, Mowlee, Kirkover, Distraction, Ros- 
inante, Sport Hallihan, Pondy, and Groucher. 
After a 10-week interval he appeared at Empire 
City July 26 and, under 117 pounds; defeated 


Tuskegee (114) by two lengths, with Edcdie 
Ahearn third. 
Next, Ariel won the important Saratoga 


Special, leading all the way, with Sun Edwin 
second, Distraction third, Excalibur, Groucher, 
Night Life, Sturdy, Sun Meddler, Dodgson, and 
Terra Cotta unplaced, a first-class field. The 
Eternal colt was briefly regarded as the top 2- 
year-old in training, and had to carry 127 pounds 
in the Hopeful Stakes. In the latter event, how- 
ever, he, like Reigh Count, found himself un- 
able to do his best in the heavy going and was 
unplaced behind Brooms, the winner. At Jamaica 
October 7 Ariel attempted to carry 127 pounds 
and beat Old Dutch (114), which was about the 
fastest thing on legs up to 514 furlongs, the dis- 
tance of the race. Old Dutch beat him, setting a 
track record of 1:0425. October 12 at the same 
track Ariel, under 127, beat Sortie (110), Nusa- 
kan, and three others. In his last start of the 
year, the Remsen Handicap, three days later at 
Jamaica, Ariel took up 124 pounds and was 
beaten by a length and a half by Excalibur, which 
was receiving 10 pounds. Ariel had much the 
worst of the racing luck in this racing, being 
crowded and impeded. 


Ariel’s one start at three was a Aqueduct June 
11, in the overnight Kingston Handicap. He car- 
ried 111 pounds, won by a half-length from the 
5-year-old Croyden (117), with the 5-year-old 
*Happy Argo (126) third. This was one of 
Ariel’s best efforts, as he went to the front at 
the start, had challenges to fight off all the way, 
and held his lead, running the 6' furlongs in 
1:19. 


Efforts to train Ariel for further racing per- 
sisted until 1930, but to no avail. In December, 
1930, he was offered for sale along with other 
Sinclair horses in the Rancocas Stud dispersal. 
He topped the sale, going to Adolphe Pons for 
$6,000. Shipped to Kentucky, he made his first 
season in 1931 at an advertised fee of $200. His 
first 2-year-olds raced in 1934, and only one of 
them (Ariel Cross) was a winner during the 
year. But the picture now indicates that Messrs. 
Pons and Miller may profit well from their pro- 
motion. 


Of Ariel’s first crop of nine foals (six fillies, 
three colts), one died as a yearling. Of the re- 
maining eight, Ariel Cross, out of Cross Village, 
by The Manager, was the only winner at two, 
scoring in four races. Ariel Cross became a 
stakes horse at three, after being claimed by H. 
C. Hatch for $3,000. He won the Fort Worth Fall 
Handicap ($4,730) and was placed in two other 
stakes, and this year has won the New Year’s 
Stakes at Santa Anita. Last year, as 3-year-olds, 
three fillies from Ariel’s first crop were winners, 
so that an even 50 per cent of his first crop have 
now won. 


The second group of Ariel’s get consisted of 
18 foals (14 colts, four fillies). At two last year, 
11 of them were winners, including the high- 
class Maeriel, which last year won three stakes 
events, including the Juvenile at Belmont Park, 
and which won the Bahamas Handicap in his 
first start this year. The third crop, now 2-year- 
olds, appears likely to exceed the record of the 
first two. 

In view of the fact that Ariel is by Eternal, 
a horse of extreme speed, and has Domino’s sis- 
ter for grandam, he should have been primarily 
a sprinter, but his racing record was not ex- 
tended enough to indicate the full extent of his 
stamina. His conformation—he is compact, 
heavily muscled, with a grand masculine head— 
is speed all over. As a sire, it may be taken for 
granted until proved otherwise, that he will get 
high speed rather than great stamina. Thus it 
would be advisable to send to his court mares 
whose records and pedigrees carry a reasonable 
expectation of racing ability at the middle dis- 
tances, at least. I should think it would be to 
the advantage of breeders booking mares to Ariel 
if they would deliberately avoid returning Dom- 
ino, Ben Brush, and Hanover lines and would give 
him the strong foreign outcrosses he needs. 


CREATING AN APPETITE 


At the recent meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners at Miami, 
Preston M. Burch fell to reminiscing about the 
habit of George Smith (Kentucky Derby, 1916) 
of scattering his hay all about the stail. It re- 
minded T. C. Worden of a trick his trainer, Ben 
A. Jones, played on one of the horses in his 
stable. According to Mr. Worden, the filly Con- 
tinuity showed practically no interest in food, 
and kept up her abstention so long that she was 
proving a genuine liability as a racing proposi- 
tion. After considerable puzzling over the situa- 
tion, Mr. Jones cut a hole in the stall partition 
near Continuity’s feed trough. In through the 
hole came the head of a ravenous mare which 
was willing and anxious to eat whatever Con- 
tinuity did not care for. As soon as competition 
appeared Continuity began fighting for her feed, 
forced the mare to keep her distance, ate every 
oat.

SIDELIGHTS 
Inside and Out 


T is always annoying not to know the answers 

when everyone else is certain of them. It 
must, though, be even more annoying to know 
the answers and to discover that they were 
wrong answers. These reflections were inspired 
by recent comment on the photographing of fin- 
ishes of races at Hialeah Park and Santa Anita. 
There have been, for some years, frequently 
voiced suspicions that placing judges tend to 
favor the inside horse in close finishes, because 
not wholly of the angle, but of their nearness 
to the track and the slowness of the eye. When 
photographs of finishes at Santa Anita caused 
three reversals of the judges’ decisions, Norris 
Royden observed that this theory was confirmed, 
for in each instance the camera had given the 
decision to the outside horse. The theory im- 
mediately grew up, among many who had not 
seen the camera finish, that the camera favored 
the outside horse. This was certainly not Royden’s 
fault, for that veteran only observed an actual 
fact, and, I think, interpreted it correctly. Two 
pictures of the same field, published elsewhere in 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, are reasonable 
evidence that the camera does nothing of the 
sort, that photographs from both sides of the 
track show the same thing. 

This fallacy is, consequently, easily exploded, 
by the simple expedient of making two pictures. 
Similar fallacies, however, exist in other depart- 
ments of racing, and are not easily got at. I 
hear, more or less constantly, that unscrupulous 
horsemen have found a stimulant which cannot 
be detected by the saliva test. Since none of the 
eight or ten persons who have said this have 
mentioned the stimulant by name, I sometimes 
suspect that they do not know it. One person, 
whose pronouncements I usually respect, told 
me some time ago that several tracks had learned 
a way to beat the totalizator. When I asked him 
how it was done, he said he didn’t know. He had 
based the judgment, he said, on the fact that a 
good many horses had paid shorter prices than 
he thought they should have. 

Now all of these people may be right. I en- 
tertain my own doubts largely on the ground 
that generalizations, particularly hasty general- 
izations are usually wrong. This is in itself a 
generalization, though not a hasty one. Racing, 
expanding as it has in recent years, offers many 
very complex problems. These aren’t to be solved, 
it seems to me, by lining up hastily on one side 
or the other, but by a suspension of judgment 
which waits until all, or at least most, of the 
evidence is in.

Aid in New England 


EASONABLY generous response to breeders’ 

requests for more opportunities for fillies and 
mares comes from New England, with announce- 
ment of stakes programs at Narragansett Park 
and Suffolk Downs. The Pawtucket track offers 
two filly races, the Jeanne d’Arc Stakes and the 
Betsy Williams Stakes, while Suffolk Downs, 
with a considerably longer meeting, offers three. 
The Bostonian Stakes was offered last year, when 
the agitation for filly races was begun, and to it 
have been added the Priscilla Alden and the 
Betsy Ross. Aqueduct and Jamaica have already 
made announcement of filly race revivals, Sara- 
toga already had a generous number, so it seems

that New York and New England at least have 
made adequate response to what they recognized 
as a very just request. It is likely that Maryland 
tracks will be equally amenable to the suggestion, 
since these have always been willing to cooperate 
in needful reforms. I hope, however, that none 
of these tracks will consider the work done with 
the addition of very much needed filly stakes. A 
proportionate increase of overnight races for 
fillies and mares not of stakes class is also neces- 
sary if the filly market is to be brought to its 
proper level. On the other hand, the burden is 
not wholly on the track operators, who can hard- 
ly be expected to be altruistic enough to keep 
running four- and five-horse filly races, desirable 
as these may be, at a loss to themselves. Racing 
secretaries will write any races that fill—in fact, 
that’s what has caused most of the trouble—and 
if horsemen will support filly races by entering 
their charges, there is not likely to be a shortage 
of opportunities.

Cavalcade Drops Out 


ROOKMEADE’S 1934 champion is now defi- 

nitely out of the Santa Anita Handicap, and 
makers of future books consequently are prac- 
tically assured of heavy profit on the race, es- 
pecially with *Flamenco, Ladysman, and Head 
Play also among the non-starters. With Top 
Row, Time Supply, Whopper, and other capable 
horses to oppose Discovery, the race is still an 
excellent one, but Cavaicade’s defection has left 
the door open to those who have been charging 
Santa Anita with deliberate misrepresentation of 
the facts. Exactly the quarter from which these 
accusations have come is not wholly plain to 
me, though I suspect them to havg been in- 
spired by interest connected with the wire “ser- 
vices”, rigid'y ruled from the California track. 
A sample of these attacks appeared in the De- 
troit News on February 9: 

It is said that the track paid all expenses of bringing 
Cavalcade to Santa Anita, and is paying all the Brook- 
meade Stable’s expenses during its stay. 

The story containing the above paragraph is 
the product of no news service, is apparently a 
special dispatch. Few who are acquainted with 
the Brookmeade Stable’s position on the Turf, or 
with Trainer J. H. Stotler’s reputation, will put 
credence in such a story. There are, unfortun- 
ately, too many persons who are ready to believe 
any story connected with racing, provided the 
story is lurid enough. And racing, always more 
or less liable to attack, has particular need to 
keep public confidence, to guard against irre- 
sponsible, it not malicious, misstatement. Rac- 
ing’s governors could do worse than devote a part 
of their attention to the sources of allegations 
damaging to the sport. When the honesty of a 
prominent stable and a prominent track is 
questioned in the same paragraph, either the sta- 
ble, the track, or the writer of the paragraph de- 
serves some quiet official attention. There is 
little doubt, in the present instance, that it would 
be the latter.

LTHOUGH the finish pic- 

tures taken during the 
Hialeah Park meeting have 
been largely of the experi- 
mental order, the value of 
the camera at the finish of 
races has been well exem- 
plified. When an inch or two 
is the margin of difference 
between two or more horses 
at the finish line, as frequent- 
ly happens, the camera de- 
picts the difference clearly 
and decidedly, when it would 
be most difficult for the hu- 
man eye to draw the line of 
demarcation. Finishes which 
look to the eye like a dead 
heat are clearly defined by 
the camera, even though the 
margin of the leading horse 
may be infinitesimal. 

One refiection that has 
been charged against the 
camera finishes is that they 
favor the outside horse. It 
has been clearly proven by 
experimentation at Hialeah 
Park that with the camera 
properly placed and operated, 
there is no reason for this 
charge. The main camera is 
placed on the roof of the 
stand. As a check, another 
camera was placed recently 
in the lower level of the 
stewards stand, directly on 
the finish line, but naturally 
much closer to the horses 
than the roof camera. They 
check perfectly, allowing for 
a difference of about four 
inches between the setting 
of the two machines. 

The accompanying pic- 
tures, taken as the field 
passed the stand just after 
the start of a mile-and-a- 
furlong race, when the field 
was well bunched, illustrate 
most clearly that the out- 
side horse is not favored as 
the pictures are taken at 
Hialeah Park. In the picture 
taken at the stewards stand, 
the horses are a little more 
forward, than in the roof 
picture, this being accounted 
for by the difference of four 
inches in the setting of the 
cameras, but in neither pic- 
ture is any advantage to the 
outside horse shown. 

Delay in receiving material 
needed has been the draw- 
back in perfecting the Hia- 
leah Park camera apparatus, 
and the working conditions

have rather 


primitive, but even under the conditions which 
prevailed, the value of the camera is demon- 
strated. The material at hand and soon to be in 
working order, will, in the opinion of one who 


has been on the » finish line of many thousands 
of races, prove to the most skeptical, that the 
camera is the answer to a feature of racing ' 
which at times has been the cause of much un- 
rest and dissatisfaction to racing patrons.

LAST WEEK AT ALAMO DOWNS 


AINING a respite from the bad weather 

which it had experienced during the middle 
of the meeting, Alamo Downs concluded its best 
week of the meeting on February 15, went into 
its final week with assurance of a very success- 
ful venture. The $159,754 wagered on February 
15 was the highest ever bet on an eight-race pro- 
gram at the San Antonio track, and brought the 
week’s play to $610,603, a daily average of $101,- 
767, a very considerable gain over the previous 
two wecks, when the average was about $84,000 
daily. For the 40 days of the meeting, wagering 
has reached $3,454,774, for an average of $86,369. 
Heaviest betting of February 15 was on the two 
claiming races which completed the card, with 
the last race, a $700 claiming affair, getting the 
most attention, when $23,225 was wagered. Best 
races were the 5'%-furlong overnight handicap, 
won by L. Handley’s Inscona, and the one-mile 
allowance race in which the odds-on Slavonia 
Was a winner at every post. Neither attracted 
large fields. 

In previous years, the final week of the meet- 
ing has been the best, and racing officials at 
Alamo Downs expect increased attendance dur- 
ing the present week. On the final Saturday, 
February 22, nine races will be offered the holi- 
day crowd, and it is expected that good weather 
will bring an increase over the record handle 


now moves to Houston, where a 21-day meeting 
opens February 29, runs to March 24, when 
Arlington Downs opens its spring meeting. 


BUMPED AT THE START 


The movement away from the stall gate 
method of starting probably gained new adher- 
ents at Alamo Downs February 11. At the start 
of the third race, the fairly well backed Noyo, a 
first starter, reared, striking his head on one of 
the beams. Track Veterinarian R. L. Rhea ex- 
amined the horse, found him to be bleeding badly 
and unable to race. Noyo was excused, leaving 
a number of daily double ticket holders without 
a bet, and leaving those who had bet on the 
“field”” only one horse to run for them. 

At the post for the fifth race, the odds-on Wise 
Player reared, struck an upright. Wise Player 
broke on top but tired, lost the race to Slavonia, 
the second choice. After the race Wise Player 
was discovered to have cut himself badly and 
lost much blood. 


NO PURSE FOR CLOSING EVENT 

When Closing Event finished first in the third 
race at Alamo Downs February 7, she carried 
two pounds less than her correct weight, pro- 
tested W. E. Ball, owner of Gale Way, which had 
finished second. Stewards investigated, upheld 
the protest, awarded the purse to Gale Way’s 
owner.

HIALEAH PARK 


ONTINUED difficulty with the weather was 

the portion of Hialeah Park during the week 
which ended February 15, but the Miami track 
has little prospect of anything but a successful 
season. At the half-way point, reached February 
11, the pari-mutuel turnover was $35,560 lower 
than for the same period in the preceding sea- 
son, or approximately $1,500 daily. This, despite 
two very bad rainy periods, and with only a fair 
break in the weather from now on, the closing 
days should show enough gain to place the meet- 
ing ahead of the 1935 venture. Cool weather is 
really to the advantage of the track, as it keeps 
vacationists from the beaches. 

On Saturday, February 15, the chief attraction 
was the Nursery Stakes No. 1, in which Crescent 
Stable’s Goyo won an unexpected victory over 10 
other 2-year-old colts and geldings. A muddy 
track cut heavily into the entries, leaving three 
five-horse fields, and one with but four starters. 
The racing had considerable class, however, as 
an overnight handicap and an allowance race 
were added attractions. Favorite players, having 
succeeded with an odds-on choice in the third 
race, took a very unexpected blow in the fifth, 
when Maemere Farm Stable’s Maeriel, under 126 
pounds, was soundly beaten by W. Adams’ Gal- 
lant Gay, a son of Galetian, in the 3-year-old 
handicap. Calumet Farm Stable’s *Crossbow II 
disappointed again in this race, finishing last 
without ever being able to enter contention. The 
Hialeah Park management deserved commenda- 
tion for their conduct of the day’s program, as 
the events might have ben filled much better by 
declaring the better overnight races off, sub- 
stituting claiming events. Secretary Charles Mc- 
Lennan stuck to his guns, however, sent the 
Idle Hour Purse postward with but four entries 
after Brevity and Grog had been scratched. 

For the coming Saturday, the feature race is 
the Joseph McLennan Memorial Handicap, with 
$5,000 added. Mantagna, Steel Cutter, and 
Fidelis are among the best liked for this event, 
which, if Stand Pat is shipped to California to 
run “off the train’ in the rich handicap, will be 
a wide open race. 


GOYA’S NURSERY STAKES 


Two-year-olds racing at Hialeah Park this 
winter have furnished few fireworks. Conse- 
quently only mild interest attached to the sixth 
running of the Nursery Stakes No. 1 ($2,000 
added, 2-year-olds, colts and gelding, three fur- 
longs), feature of the program of Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 15. The race started things popping. Don 
Meade pushed J. C. Clark’s Anglo Saxon (119), 
by Saxon, to the front at the start, but soon 
found Jack Westrope on Willie Crump’s Hi-Vic 
(117), a High Cloud gelding, giving him a hard 
battle for the lead. The two raced almost head 
and head through the mud until they had passed 
the sixteenth pole. There Hi-Vic yielded a slight 
margin. But at this point there stepped into the 
battle a 60-to-1 outsider named Goya (117). The 
*Challenger II colt, hard ridden by Sammy Ren- 
ick, had broken from the outside and raced well 
out in the stretch all down the straightway. In 
the last eighth he made up about three lengths 
on the leader and finally caught him. But the 
finish was so close that even the placing judges 
were unable to decide whether he had caught 


Anglo Saxon before the finish or after it. Ac- 
cordingly the offcials waited five minutes, until 
the negative of the finish was lowered from the 
camera room at the top of the grandstand. In 
the arguments which ensued while the decision 
was held up, the most votes, apparently, were 
given to Anglo Saxon, but, as is frequently the 
case when the spectators are in doubt, the cam- 
era showed the outside horse in front. Thus 
backers of Goya were soon collecting $123.40 for 
their $2 straight tickets. Hi-Vic finished third, 
a haif-length behind Anglo Saxon and a length 
and a half in front of Maemere Farm’s Maedic 
(122), which, coupled with Maespur (117), was 
favorite in the field of 11. The others in order, 
were Dellor 117), Happy Road (122), Maespur, 
Above Par (117), Overlap (117), Overplay (117), 
Don Guillermo (119).

SANTA ANITA 


ANTA ANITA, apparently, cannot be rained 

out. After enjoying good weather for most of 
the mecting, the track drew rain and a muddy 
track for the last five days of last week. Un- 
affected by the poor conditions, the pari-mutuel 
play rose steadily, had reached a daily average of 
$384,976 at the end of the first 46 days of racing, 
including Saturday, February 15. The total 
wagered at that time was $17,708,877, as compar- 
ed with the $8,826.438 which had been handled 
during the first 46 days of last winter’s meeting. 
Last year’s daily average for 46 days was $170,- 
140. 

The meeting goes to its climax with the com- 
ing week as the $100,000 added Santa Anita 
Handicap is up for decision on February 22. 
After the running of that event, it is probable 
that many of the eastern stables will begin the 
journey back from the Coast, many of them 
planning to break the trip at Arlington Downs or 
Oaklawn Park. The Santa Anita meeting, how- 
ever, will not close until February 29, with the 
running of the San Juan Capistrano Handicap 
as the feature of closing day. After the close of 
the Los Angeles track, there will be a one-week 
recess in California racing, before the season at 
San Francisco begins. Tanforan will open March 
7, to run 25 racing days, closing April 11, with no 
racing on Sundays or Mondays. On April 14 Bay 
Meadows will open a 25-day meeting, also with 
no racing on Sundays or Mondays, and will close 
May 16. 

Despite the heavy going of Saturday, race- 
goers were reasonably successful in finding win- 
ners, three favorites and two second choices 
reaching the winner’s circle. 


AIRFLAME MAKES IT FOUR 


Alfred Vanderbilt’s Airflame (122) has almost 
completely dominated the juvenile racing at 
Santa Anita this winter, and his victory in the 
Juvenile Championship Stakes ($5,000 added, 
2-year-olds, three furlongs) on February 12 was 
all but conceded. The swift son of Ariel had 
won his first three starts at the Los Angeles 
course, had set, on January 25, a world’s record 
by running three furlongs in 33 seconds. The 
Vanderbilt youngster was consequently backed 
down to 1 to 2 for the Juvenile Championship, 
the first stakes race of the year for 2-year-olds. 

Two other unbeaten juveniles were among the 
seven which opposed him. Middleburg Stable 
(Mrs. William Ziegler, Jr.) sent out the Polydor 
filly Harp o’ Gold (119), winner of her two starts, 
and Milky Way Farms Stable’s Dogaway (122), 
a son of *Bull Dog for which Mrs. Ethel V. Mars 
paid $5,500 at Saratoga last August, had won his 
only previous start. Most of the opposition, how- 
ever, was expected from another Milky Way 
Farms youngster, Murph, a son of Haste ($6,000 
at Saratoga), which had won two races, had 
bowed only to Airflame. 

The prediction proved correct. Airflame, jump- 
ing to the front at once, despite a bump at the 
start, was never caught, finshed with a length to 
spare. Second, and gaining on the winner at the 
finish was Murph, five lengths in front of H. 
M. Dickinson’s Speed Home (122), a son of the 
California stallion Bon Homme. Fourth, four 
lengths farther to the rear, was Harp o’ Gold, 
with Dogaway at her head. The others were 
Cardinalis (122), Golden Ivy (119), and Reddy 


Teddy (122). Jockey J. Bejshak, who has ridden 
the Ariel colt to all four of his victories, was in 
the saddle.

HE DID’S DERBY 


When The Fighter was scratched from the 
Santa Anita Derby ($25,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
1 1-16 miles) at Santa Anita February 15, Mrs. 
Silas B. Mason’s Valevictorian, winner of the 
Woodward Stakes last year, and of two suc- 
cessive allowance races at Los Angeles in recent 
weeks, seemed to have the race somewhat at his 
mercy. The fact that he was coupled with an- 
other son of Victorian, He Did, probably had little 
to do with his favoritism, for He Did, never 
placed in a stakes, had only a Grade C handicap 
victory over indifferent company as his best 
recommendation. He Did found the winner’s cir- 
cle, however, while his better known stablemate 
finished unplaced. 

The start was poor, as Brookmeade Stable’s 
Prank, from number one post position, broke into 
Pompey’s Squaw, forcing the Putnam filly over 
on Milldale Stable’s Ttennob. Out far enough to 
escape this interference, Wayne Wright sent He 
Did flying to the front, apparently with the in- 
tention of setting a sizzling pace for the field, 
with Valevictorian saved to come up from behind 
to beat an exhausted field. Valevictorian, how- 
ever, was closest to the pace for the early run- 
ning, with Lester Balaski, on Norman W. 
Church’s Valiant Fox, content to wait in third 
place until Valevictorian moved. Into the stretch 
turned He Did, leading by three lengths, with 
Valevictorian falling back. Ttennob, recovering 
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from his misfortune at the break, now raced into 
third place. With Valevictorian obviously out of 
the race, Balaski sent Valiant Fox up after the 
leader, but the move was too late. The Gallant 
Fox colt gained steadily, cut He Did’s margin to 
a head, and might have won in a few more 
strides. Under Wright’s urging, however, He Did 
finished gamely, won by a head. Making up 
ground steadily, Foxcatcher Farm’s Gold Seeker, 
a daughter of Messenger, took third place, a 
length and a half behind Valiant Fox, a half- 
length in front of Ttennob. In order came Prank, 
Valevictorian, Jubilee Jim, Toration, Lloyd Pan, 
Galsac, and Pompey’s Squaw. The two fillies, 
Pompey’s Squaw and Gold Seeker, carried 121 
pounds, with 126 pounds on the colts and geld- 
ings.

He Did, foaled at Duntreath Farm, Lexington, 
May 12, 1933, was offered at the Saratoga year- 
ling auctions in 1934, was knocked down to L. C. 
Johnson for $900, apparently on Mrs. Mason’s 
account. He has started 14 times, won five races, 
finished second three times, third once, and has 
earned $29,125. His dam, Dinah Did, also pro- 
duced the winners Dinah Did Upset (11 wins, 
including Test Stakes, Prince Georges Handicap, 
and producer), Bellarion, Outcry, Jack of Clubs, 
Hard Lines, Did She, and Dinah Victory. She 
was sister to Codina, winner and dam of Port- 
codine, Wave Top, Codetta, and Bosporus, also a 
producer. Dinah Do, the second dam, won 14 
races and also produced the winners Ingrid 
(Bouquet Stakes), Rivanna, and Dinah’s Dimple 
(also producer). Dinah Do was sister to *Hidden 
Star, winner Mineola, Seneca Stakes, and dam of 
the winners Nausicaa, Out of Sight, and Herkert. 
Black Venus won Lakeside, Belles Stakes, Great 
Eastern Handicap, and produced 12 winners, in- 
cluding the stakes winners Black Broom, The 
Nigger, and Blackford. 


ALEXANDER PANTAGES DIES 


The body of Alexander Pantages was found in 
bed at his home in Los Angeles on the morning 
of February 17, death having resulted, appar- 
ently, from heart disease. Mr. Pantages, whose 
beginning was so obscure that he was not sure 
of his age (72, he estimated) or his nationality 
(Greek, he thought), came to America on a 
tramp steamer, started in the show business dur- 
ing the gold rush in the Klondike, opened a 
theater in Seattle, and expanded his enterprise 
into a chain of theaters representing many mil- 
lions. In 1929 he was involved in a much pub- 
licized criminal attack charge brought by a 17- 
year-old girl, but finally gained an acquittal in 
1931. Mr. Pantages owned a number of horses 
which carried silks at the old Tia Juana and 
Agua Caliente tracks, the best of them being 
his namesake the good campaigner Alexander 
Pantages ($65,905). In 1932 Mr. Pantages an- 
nounced that he had leased 200 acres of land 


near Los Angeles and would build a million dollar 
racing plant. He is survived by his widow, two 
sons, Rodney (theater executive) and Lloyd 
(mewspaperman), and a daughter, Mrs. John 
Considine, Jr. 


SANTA ANITA HANDICAP PROSPECT 

With less than a week before the running of 
the Santa Anita Handicap, the solid horses of 
the field are reasonably well defined. Out of the 
race, last week, went Cavalcade, Ladysman, Head 
Play, and, possibly, *Flamenco. Cavalcade, with 
a bar plate and a pan, could not be trained safely 
in the mud, said Trainer R. A. Smith. Mud also 
halted the training of Head Play, as a recurrence 
of tendon trouble was feared, though the son of 
My Play relishes the going. Ladysman came out 
of a workout February 11 with a torn suspensory 
ligament, and Trainer Hugh Fontaine regretfully 
advised Owner Cleaveland Putnam that Ladys- 
man should never be asked to race again. 
*Flamenco unexpectedly bucked his shins, and 
Trainer Matt Brady blamed the change from 
English Turf to American dirt tracks for the 
trouble. There was, however, still hope that 
the invader would start. 

Discovery, recipient of a few journalistic dark 
looks following his defeat in the San Antonio 
Stakes, at least continued to train soundly. 
Trainer J. H. Stotler, quoted as predicting a 
Discovery victory, sent his charge the full mile 
and a quarter February 15, and the Display horse 
finished up in 2:14 through heavy, holding mud, 
and under restraint until the last sixteenth.

KENTUCKY 


DOG RACING REJECTED 


Y a vote of 59 to 29, Kentucky’s lower house, 

on February 11, defeated the bill which 
would have permitted pari-mutuel wagering on 
dog races. Opponents of the bill pointed out that 
claims of $600,000 in revenue from dog racing 
were visionary, that dog racing would be inimical 
to the heavy Thoroughbred interests in the state. 
Representative Stanley Dickson, of Bourbon 
County, found a “joker” in the bill which did 
much to defeat the measure. Backers of the 
measure had spoken glibly of the local option 
provision, which they asserted, would protect 
communities which did not want dog racing. 
Representative Dickson pointed out that the lo- 
cal option clause did not provide for an expres- 
sion of public opinion before dog tracks were li- 
censed, but permitted them until a local option 
election could be conducted. Saying that a dog 
track could be built in any county, “clean up” 
and get out before a local option election could 
be held, Representative Dickson proposed an 
amendment which would have made it mandatory 
to hold a local option election before a dog track 
could be established in a county. Backers of the 
dog racing bill succeeded in defeating this meas- 
ure, found immediately that they had made a 
mistake, as many representatives, seeing through 
the joker, voted against the bill, saying they 
would have supported it had the amendment 
been adopted. 

Several of the bill’s backers changed their 
votes, in order that they might, in future, move 
that the bill be reconsidered, and some possibility 
that the bill may come up again in special ses- 
sion has been foreseen. Gov. A. B. Chandler told 
newspaper reporters, after the defeat of the bill, 
that he was not backing the measure. “If I had 
been,” he said, “it would have passed.” 


DEAD HEAT 


Nominations of Coldstream and Grand Slam 
to the Kentucky Derby came in the same mail. 
To decide the somewhat empty honor of being 
the first nomination the entries were shaken to- 
gether by Churchill Downs officials, that of Cold- 
stream winning. Coldstream won the first 2- 
year-old stakes at Louisville last year, taking the 
Bashford Manor Stakes at the spring meeting. 
Grand Slam won the last juvenile stakes, the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, of the fall 
meeting. 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB 

The regular meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, held February 15 at the Phoenix 
Hotel, Lexington, was attended by about 30 
members and guests. Two new members, Clar- 
ence Kerr and Sam B. Walton, were welcomed 
into the club. No program was presented, other 
than a report of the committee on by-laws. 
RACING COMMISSION 

Gov. A. B. Chandler, in Lexington February 
13 to attend a basketball game, said that the 
present racing commission would remain in 
office until the State reorganization is completed 
which will be at least 25 days. 


DEATH OF *EAGER CISSY 

Dr. John Baird, manager of Coldstream Stud 
at Lexington, reports the death, on Friday, Feb- 
ruary 14, of the 22-year-old mare *Eager Cissy, 
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dam of the stakes winner St. Bernard and of the 
winners Hold Fast and Frantic Haste and the 
producer Sweepstick. *Eager Cissy, which was 
again in foal to *Bull Dog, sire of St. Bernard, 
was by Cicero out of Eageress, by Eager, second 
dam Last of the Queens, by Springfield, No. 13 
family. She was purchased at the Newmarket 
December sales of 1923 at a cost of 340 guineas 
and brought to America by the master of Cold- 
stream Stud, C. B. Shaffer. 


MIRANDA DESTROYED 

Asa Hughes, of Winchester, was unfortunate 
in losing the broodmare Miranda, by Black 
Toney, last week. The mare broke a leg and had 
to be destroyed. Miranda, dam of the winners 
High Hatter and Gallahad Maid, was in foal to 
Gallant Sir. She was 14 yones old. 


LOUISIANA 

SUNDAY RACING 

ITH the racing of February 16, the Fair 

Grounds track at New Orleans began Sun- 
day racing, an eight-race card of claiming events 
being offered. At the same time it was an- 
nounced that the Louisiana Derby, already once 
postponed, had been moved again, would be run 
on closing day, which is now Sunday, March 29. 
If the Sunday racing is continued, as apparently 
is the intention, the meeting will be stretched 
to 111 days. The Sunday racing is said to be 
devoted to various charitable organizations. 
About 7,500 persons were out for the racing of 
February 16.

eral manager of Rockingham Park, Salem, N. H., 
course.

FOREIGN 


BOSWELL 
N the front cover of this week’s issue of THE 
BLooD-HoRSE is W. A. Rouch’s photographic 
study of William Woodward’s Boswell, which is 
to carry the “Zetland spots” of his internationally 
known owner in this year’s English classics, pro- 
vided all goes well with him. 

Boswell is a bay colt by the Ascot Gold Cup 
winner Bosworth out of Flying Gal, by *Sir Gal- 
lahad III, second dam *Filante, by Sardanapale, 
third dam High Flyer, by Flying Fox. Bosworth, 
an excellent distance racer owned by the Earl of 
Derby, is by Son-in-Law out of Serenissima 
(grandam of *Sickle and *Pharamond II), by 
Minoru. Flying Gal, bred by Mr. Woodward in 
America, won the Schuylerville Stakes and 
Babyion Handicap at two, in 1929, and won an- 
other race at three. At four she was bred to 
General Lee and shipped to England, whence her 
first foal, a filly called *Jenny Lee, was returned 
to America. *Jenny Lee has not started. 

Boswell, her second foal, was dropped in Eng- 
land April 22, 1933. Trained by Capt. Cecil Boyd- 
Rochfort, he was raced sparingly last year. He 
did not start until October 5, when he finished 
well back in a big field for the Imperial Produce 
Stakes at Kempton. Ten days later he was third 
to Dan Bulger, an excellent colt, and Feola in the 
Alington Maiden Stakes at Newmarket. In his 
third and last effort of the year, at Hurst Park 
November 2, he carried 119 pounds and won the 
six-furlong Hurst Stakes, worth about $5,930, 
scoring handily over Veuve Clicquot (123) and 
Noble King, with several good ones, including 
the Gimcrack winner Paul Beg, in the beaten 
field. In the Free Handicap at the end of the 
season Boswell was rated at 123 pounds, 10 
pounds below the top horse, the Aga Khan’s Bala 
Hissar. With Boswell aiming for the Derby and 
Omaha for the Ascot Gold Cup, Mr. Woodward 
may have his best season in English.

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INTERNATIONAL RACE BOARD 


Herbert Bayard Swope, at the winter meeting 
of the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, offered a suggestion for inter- 
national horse races, in which the best horses 
from all countries having stud books would meet 
in regular competion, somewhat after the manner 
of the Olympic games. Accordingly Herbert 
Bayard Swope was made chairman of the board 
which President Walter H. Donovan appointed 
February 16 to promote such races. Other mem- 
bers of the board are: Jervis Spencer, Jr., chair- 
man of the Maryland Racing Commission; Ed- 
win James Brown, Washington State Racing 
Commission; John D. Hertz, of Chicago; Frank 
J. Ortell, president of the New York Turf 
Writers’ Association; Carleton F. Burke, chair- 
man of the California Horse Racing Board; and 
Charles F. Adams, chairman of the board at 
Suffolk Downs. President Donovan will be an ex 
officio member of the committee. 


INCOME TAX AND RACING 


With the date for payment of Federal income 
taxes near (March 15), the National Thorough- 
bred Foundation, through Secretary Harry 
Stringer, has issued a bulletin concerning the 
possible deductions which can be made from tax- 
able income by reason of losses incurred through 
wagering. A recent court decision permitted a 
deduction of this nature, but this case arose 
prior to the enactment of the present revenue 
act. Under the existing law, losses are deduct- 
ible only to the extent of the gains from the 
same source. This is to say that if a tax-payer 
has entered gains of, say, $1,000 from wagering, 
he may deduct losses only up to the same amount. 

The Thoroughbred Foundation has issued a 
book, on racing and the income tax, which is the 
most comprehensive of aids to breeders and 
owners in filling out income tax blanks. Copies 
may be obtained from the Foundation, at P. O. 
Box 578, Washington, D. C. 


STATEMENT FOR PUBLICATION 

Interviews with trainers of prominent candi- 
dates for the Santa Anita Handicap have been 
part of the regular publicity programs of West 
Coast newspapers. Trainers have willingly sup- 
plied misinformation, made good copy. In the 
course of one such interview, Trainer J. H. Stot- 
ler was quoted as saying, concerning Discovery’s 
defeat under 138 pounds: 


I got a letter today from a fellow in Pasadena. He 
gave me an awful going-over for putting all that weight 
on a horse and expecting him > run. Said I ought to 
be prosecuted by the S. P. C. 


Trainer Stotler marked ba letter “Opened by 


Mistake,” turned it over to Handicapper Webb 
Everett. 


LAST SILKS 


Dressed in the gold and cerise silks of Frank 
Grand, former employer, Apprentice Homer 
Spears, 17-year-old Cleveland rider, was buried 
at New Orleans February 13. Spears, who was 
killed in a four-horse spill at the Fair Grounds 
February 10, was just beginning to reach promi- 
nence, having ridden his first winner in January. 
Six jockeys, in racing silks, acted as pallbearers. 
Newspapers printed two stories of Spears’ par- 
entage. In one he was said to be a son of Mrs. 
Frank Grand, formerly married to Homer Spears, 
Tennessee barber.

The Royal Stable 


APPILY, the fears of some that King Ed- 

ward VIII would not maintain the Royal 
stables have proved groundless, and we have 
just heard the welcome news that His Majesty 
intends to continue the connection with the Turf 
which has lasted through so many generations of 
the royal family. During the coming flat race 
season, the horses in training are to be leased by 
Lord Derby, and they will carry the familiar 
black jacket and white cap of the House of 
Stanley. They remain-at Egerton House in the 
care of W. R. Jarvis, and Brig.-Gen. H. A. Tom- 
kinson will carry on as manager of the “King’s 
Running Horses.” R. Perryman, Lord Derby’s 
jockey, will ride when he can do the weight, and 
Fred Fox will be offered the mounts on the 
lightweights. It was Fox who was retained by 
the late King to ride for him during the 1936 
season, Joe Childs having announced his retire- 
ment from the saddle. 

Next year we shall see the purple silks on our 
race courses again, and that the season will be 
a bumper one for the royal stable is the ardent 
wish of all connected with the sport. A hint that 
King Edward will overhaul the stable and infuse 
new blood into the Sandringham Stud is con- 
tained in the statement, “Both stud and stable 
will be subject to such alterations as His 
Majesty may, after consideration, find necessary 
and advisable.”

IRST English appearance of Bagatelle II 

coincided with the publication of the Grand 
National weights (January 30). The Liverpool 
handicapper has awarded A. M. Untermyer’s 
gelding 156 pounds, which cannot be reckoned 
excessive, though had the official seen the 
American 9-year-old in action, he might have 
taken the chance of putting him among the 
odds and ends on the 147-pound mark. 

It was in the Cranford Handicap Steeplechase 
over two miles, four furlongs, 90 yards at Kemp- 
ton Park that Bagatelle II performed. He was 
shouldering top weight, 175 pounds, in a field of 
16, and he started among the ‘20 to 1 others”.

Hobbs, upon the admirable 
way his charge was turned out. In the brief 
period that the horse has been at Lambourn, the 
weather has not allowed of much in the way 
of schooling gallops, but it was clear enough 
that Bagatelle II has thrived in his new quarters. 
He carried himself well, and his rich dark bay 
coat shone with the gleam of health. He is un- 
questionably a handsome individual, standing 
over plenty of ground and showing rather more 
quality than the majority of our’ good-class 
‘chasers. He has a shapely, intelligent head, good 
neck, well placed shoulders, girths exceedingly 
well, and has the wide, powerful hips that we 
look for in a Liverpoo] jumper. Percy Woodland, 
rider of two Grand National winners and nowa- 
days one of our most successful trainers, stood 
by me in the paddock and summed up Bagatelle 
II with the remark, ‘One of the nicest ’chasers 
ever sent to this country from abroad.”

formance in the race altogether belied his looks. 
He was ridden by A. Scratchley, a capable 
enough rider, but he was never shaping like an 
accomplished lepper. Outpaced from the start, 
he jumped most of his fences indifferently, and 
was a long while “in the air’ at those that he 
crossed without touching. Six furlongs from 
home he was pulled up. 

I do not intend to condemn Bagatelle II on 
this showing, being convinced that he will do 
better when Hobbs has had the opportunity of 
giving him more schooling practice, but it must 
be allowed that the display was very disappoint- 
ing. It is certain that if anyone in the United 
States fancies him to win the Grand National, 
they can get plenty of 100 to 1 to their money 
now. 

The Kempton race in which Bagatelle IT ran, 
was won by Lady Houston's gelding Red Park, 
carrying only 144 pounds, with the good young 
‘chaser Morse Code (158) second, Cranford St. 
Andrew (150) third, and the National horses 
Reviewer, Double Crossed, and Provocative 
farther in the rear. Red Park, which won the 
Irish Grand National in 1933, is only a little 
chap, but he is game and a fluent fencer. I recall 
that he was fancied for a Liverpool National, 
but he was of no use over the big Aintree fences. 

Another interesting winner at this Kempton 
fixture was F. Ambrose Clark’s 10-year-old 
Sorley Boy. He won a three-mile handicap hurdle 
under a big weight, and is evidently none the 
worse for being ‘on the shelf’? for nearly 12 
months. A grandiy built gelding by Cottage out 
of Maura Vishaun, by Gallvata, Sorley Boy is a 
true stayer. He promised to develop into a 
National horse, but after winning a number of 
‘chases he appeared to !ose his confidence. A 
course of hurdling may restore this, and we may 
yet see Sorley Boy bidding for the Aintree Biue 
Riband. 


Easy on Double Crossed 


HE features of the Grand National Handicap 

weights are that only eleven of the 54 entries 
are set to shoulder more than 154 pounds and 
exactly half of the nominations are lumped to- 
gether on the 147-pound mark. Obviously the 
limited range -of 28 pounds makes the affair a 
handicap in name only, for there is a difference 
of 21 pounds between the best and worst of the 
147-pound division. The handicapper, quite 
rightly, has been concerned only with endeavor- 
ing to bring together the good horses. As I 
expected, he has taken Reynoldstown up 12 
pounds compared with last year, and Major Fur- 
long’s horse, at 170, receives only 5 pounds from 
Golden Miller. Both to stand up, it is long odds 
on “The Miller” beating Reynoidstown on those 
terms. 

In my opinion, the official compiler of the 
weights has erred in one instance; he has been 
too lenient in his treatment of Double Crossed. 
No horse in training has a better record over 
the Aintree country than J. H. Whitney’s 8- 
year-old, and with 158 pounds I consider he is 
with seven pounds too little. I know that over 
park courses Double Crossed has not cut much 
ice, but the same could be said of such sterling 
Liverpool jumpers as Sergeant Murphy, Old Tay 
Bridge, Brights Boy, Grakle, Gregalach, Delan- 
eige, and a host of others which seemed to give 
of their best only when big fences had to be 
negotiated. It may be, of course, that Mr. 
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Whitney will have a better. representative in 
Royal Ransom (161) though I imagine that the 
Cheltenham Gold Cup will be the first objective 
of this fine ’chaser. At all events, I have backed 
my opinion (at 25 to 1) that Double Crossed is 
the pick of the handicap. 

I am prepared to accept very short odds that 
I name the Grand National winner in five: 
Golden Miller, Reynoldstown, Double Crossed, 
Castle Irwell and Ready Cash. [Ready Cash has 
now been declared out.—Ed. | 


MASSACHUSETTS 

SUFFOLK DOWNS STAKES 

NNOUNCEMENT was made at the con- 

clusion of the 1935 racing season that Suf- 
folk Downs, which had two meetings during the 
year, would have one longer session in 1936. The 
Boston track will open June 18, will run for 54 
racing days, and will close August 14. Announce- 
ment of this meeting completes the New England 
racing picture until September. Narragansett 
Park opens the season May 2, runs to May 23. 
On the following Monday, May 25, Rockingham 
Park opens a 17-day meeting, closes June 12. 
Immediately after Suffolk Downs’ meeting, Nar- 
ragansett Park opens a summer meeting. runs 
to September 26. Whether Rockingham Park 
plans a fall meeting has not been made public, 
but since Narragansett Park opens again on Oc- 
tober 19, runs to November 11, the dates from 
September 28 to October 17, and those after No- 
vember 12 are all that remain open. Since it is 
very probable that Rockingham Park will take 
the September 28—-October 17 dates, there will 
be no place for Agawam Park, which finished the 
1935 season with a heavy financial loss and is 
now attempting to pay its obligations. No an- 
nouncement of abandonment of the track has 
been made, but no dates are left open. 

For its long summer meeting, Suffolk Downs 
has announced a program of 20 stakes, topped 
by the $25,000 added Massachusetts Handicap, 
and including three stakes for fillies, in response 
to the current movement for more filly races.
